Take a large bowl of potato salad, a dozen ham salad sandwiches, 
one cream pie and mids and ends of mtmchahles fou nd in the ice box.

That’s all—hu t (bat's enou gh to ru in you r weekend, lf staphylococci 
bacteria are present in any of the foods, you ’ve set the table for a 
dandy case of food poisoning. 
The better bcd, say medical au thorities: Carry all perishables, 
( HILLED in advance, in refrigerated containers. Mix salad ingredients 
on (he spot, u sin g previou sly u nopened salad dressing. Make sand­ 
wiches on the spot from meat taken from original containers, or cook 
m eat on the spot. 
No one wants to spoil the good eating that is so mu ch a part of 
su m m er's fu n. Bu l it is necessary to add one vital ingredient to picnic 
plans: 
Mix with common sense. 
REMARKS MERE INDELIBLE 
As if parents didn't have enou gh lo worry abou t, medical science 
has ju st discovered that many school children are prone to a condition 
called “ erasero phagia.” 
The name is the worst thing ahu nt it, however. It means eraser- 
swallowing. 
The phenomenon was discovered by two radiologists (X ray spe­ 
cialists) in Wheeling, W. V v, in the cou rse of examining school stu ­ 
dents. Dis. J. L. Cu rry and W. J. Howland mrticed little white spots 
scattered in the innards of the kids where white spots shou ldn't be. 
(lo se q u estioning finally elicited a history of “ nibbling'’ on pencil 
erasers in schools. 
In tru e scientific fashion, school erasers were procu red and X- 
rayed. Mote than that, in the tradition of Jenner, Pasteu r, Walter 
Reed, the radiologists themselves swallowed some erasers. The su b­ 
stances—which are harmless—cau sing the white spots on X-ray film 
w ere identified. 
The doctors, writing in the American Jou rnal of Roentgenology, 
Radiu m Therapy and Nu clear Medicine, conclu ded that “ Erasero pha­ 
gia . . . is probably a rather common habit, particu larly among 
school children.” 
They are trying to ru b it ou t.

Abou t the worst tiling that can 
happen when a child holds his breath 
u ntil he is blu e is that he will scare 
his mo ther half to death. Some in­ 
fants in an attack of breath-holdmg 
may lose consciou sness for a few 
seconds, and may even have mild 
convu lsions. 
When this happens the involu ntary 
centers 
of 
the 
brain 
take 
over, 
breathing is resu med, and the child’s 
color retu rns to normal. These at­ 
tacks may start when the child is 
only J) o r IO months old and continu e 
u ntil he is 4 or 5 years old. Su ch 
extrem e behavior is rare after this 
age. 
The first thing for the mother to 
ro memlier is that the child will come 
ou t of the attack withou t any help 
from her. It is impossible for any­ 
one to hold his breath long enou gh 
to cau se death, or even damage to 
tissu es from lack of oxygen. The 
second thing to rem em ber is that 
the cau se is always a su dden fright, 
fear, anger, or fru stration. 
Pu nishment will only aggravate 
the attacks, which in some chil­ 
dren may occu r several times a 
day. 
On 
the other hand, 
these 
attacks shou ld not be made an ex­ 
cu se for overindu lgence or giving 
in to the child's every whim. 
Most 
children 
who 
have 
these 
attacks are emotionally high-stru ng. 
Often this is a reflection of emotion­ 
al tensions and tu rmoil in the hou se­ 
hold. The mother shou ld ignore the 
attacks, hu t make dou bly su re be­ 
tween bou ts to let the child know he 
is loved. 
Don’t call you r doctor in the mid­ 
dle of the night abou t this problem. 
Wait u ntil the next regu lar checku p, 
and then mention it to him. 
A few of these children have been 
fou nd to have anemia and will be 
helped by medicines that retu rn the 
blood elements to normal. A few 
others have co rrectable defects. The 
overwhelming majo rity are the ripe 
that get so mad they ju st can’t take 
a simple breath. 
Q—Ou r baby has clu b feet. What 
can be done for him 11 
A—This is easily corrected if ap­ 
pro priate 
m easu res 
are 
applied 
early. Clu b feet are rotated inward 
at the ankles. Since this is du e to 
abno rmal pu lling of one g ro u p of 
mu scles and not to any bony de­ 
formity, the motlier shou ld straighten 
the feet and ro tate them ou tward 
many times a day. 
This will cau se some pain, so the 
feet shou ld not he held in a position 
of overcorrection for more than a 
few seconds at a time. When you r 
baby is old enou gh to start walking 
you r doctor may want him to wear 
co rrective shoes. 
In some cases, wearing the right 
shoe on the left foot and vice versa 
is all that is necessary. Orthopedic 
shoes are stiffer than regu lar infant 
shoes and shou ld not ho u sed u nless 
definitely prescribed by you r doctor.

National Safe Boating Week as proclaimed by President John F. Ken­ 
nedy and observed in Illinois through the cooperation of Gov. Otto Keener 
began Sunday and will continue through J uly 6. 
The “ Week” is an outgrowth of action by both Houses of Congress in 
195$ through a resolution asking the President of the United States to set 
aside a week including the Fourth of J uly as National Safe Boating Week. 
Congress wanted the “ Week” to remind boating enthusiasts of their 
responsibility to each other and them selves when they are enjoying 
their ehosen recreation. 
Kennedy, In his proclamation this year, urges all persons, organi­ 
zations and governmental agencies interested in recreational boating 
and safety afloat to observe National Safe Boating Week. 
Boating as we know it today still has not reached legal maturity—it is 
not 21 years of age Today’s boating is a war baby. It is only 16 years old. 
It was born in the post-war year of 1947 when the annual unit sales of 
outlmard motors surpassed the 500.000 mark, making it a sport for th* 
masses. 
Since its first year the sport has reached remarkable proportions. It 
is estimated that more than 37 million persons take advantage of the na­ 
tion’s waterways. They use 7.400.000 pleasure craft and spend about 2.5 
billion dollars annually to maintain their craft. 
Even though participation in the sport has increased there has not 
been a corresponding rise in the accident rate. 
According to statistics boating Is becoming safer in Illinois waters. 
Approximately 161,666 boats were registered in Illinois in 1960 and in 
that year 69 fatal boating accidents were reported. 
In 1962 the number of fatalities in Illinois dropped to 31 with over 
156,000 hosts registered. 
The National Safe Boating Week committee has offered some safety 
tips to follow when you go boating. The committee points out that on 
Federal waters, there should be a Mfe-saving device for everyone aboard 
a pleasure craft. 


Craft up to 16 feet, operated on Federal waters, must also carry 
proper lights and a fire extinguisher. Crafts from 16 to 26 feet long 
must in addition carry a hand whistle or horn audible for at least a 
half-mile. 


Larger pleasure craft, up to 65 feet, require a hand or power op- 
erated whistle audible at least a mile and a bell. Most states have 
similar equipment. 


There are also a few items which aren’t mentioned in the reg ulation 
but common sense dictates that you carry them. They include anchor, line, 
paddle, first aid equipment, flashlight, fenders, tool kit, extra can of fuel, 
compass and distress flare. 
Everyone’s heard of the straw that broke the cam el’s hack—for boaters 
this should remind them that a boat can also he overloaded. Boat owners 
should he aware of their boat’s capacity. 


I fs very simple to check. Most boats have a manufacturer's capac­ 
ity plate. If your boat Is without one, check with marine dealer for th* 
boat’s capacity. 


If your boat should capsize or swamp, take the word of most safety 
experts and don’t attempt to swim to shore. Stay with the boat as most 
pleasure craft will stay afloat even when capsized or filled with water. 
Another tip to remember is lo never attempt refueling your motor 
while smoking or running spark-producing machinery. Have a willed fir* 
extinguisher handy. 


If the tank is removable, take it away from the boat and fill it. Avoid 
spilling the fuel and don’t try to fill the tank to the brim. 


The Safety Committee also suggests lf bad weathei comes up. stay 
In port. If you happen to get caught out on the water in a boat, head 
for the nearest sheltered shore. 


If the water is choppy, seat your passengers on the lowest part of 
vessel, keeping them as close to the centerline as possible and head 
into the waves at a reduced speed. 


Should your motor fail or if the sea is so strong you cannot mako 
headway, attach a sea anchor from the bow to keep the boat headed into 
the wind—a bucket or a shirt with the sleeves knotted together attached 
to a line will do the job in an emergency. Above all keep calm, panic 
spreads easily. 


Let’s all join in and make this one of the safest boating years in 
Illinois.

Five times more powerful is the Saturn V, 


whose huge F-l engines will start the three 
Apollo astronauts on the way to the moon. 
Between these two is a hybrid model, Saturn 


IR, consisting of the first stage of Saturn I and 
third stage of Saturn V. It will be used in 
early development and training phases of the 
Apollo project. Same size as Saturn I, it will 
use the powerful J-2 engine as its upper stage. 


Eventually, production models of the Saturns 


w ill be manufactured at the Michoud Plant near 
New Orleans, La. From there, barges w ill carry 
them 50 miles to the $93 million Mississippi 
Test Facility now undeE construction (second 
panel). Finally, barges will transport the boost­ 
ers to Cape Canaveral for launching. 
Another program under Marshall s manage­ 
ment is a huge meteorite detection satellite, 
which will be orbited late in 1964 by a Saturn 
I. In space, the satellite will deploy two large 
flat w'ings with an area of more than 2,000 
square feet and record meteorite hits. 
The eroding effects of these dustlike parti­ 
cles is one of the questions that must be an­ 
swered before men can roam at will in space.
